Women are interesting creatures from 
m any angles. 
If they really cannot b ear 
children, or even think they cannot, then 
they may suddenly b ecome overwhelmed 
with a great desire to have b ab ies. 
They 
may even kidnap b ab ies on the street. 
But if /he y teel sure tha t they are not

M OST 
people 
who 
consult 
doctor: 
ab out the type of moles known as pig­ 
m ented nevi are usually concerned only 
with the improvement of their 
appear­ 
ance. 
If this w’ere the only 
consideration, 
there w’culd b e little question ab out the 
b est way of 
dealing 
with 
them. 
Any 
method 
which 
destroys 
them 
without 
leaving a scar would b e adequate. How­ 
ever, b ecause of the tendency of 
such 
moles to b ecome cancerous, m any phy­ 
sicians 
feel 
tha t 
neither 
electrolysis, 
freezing with carb on dioxide snow, nor 
destroying them b y a cautery 
is satis­ 
factory. 
They feel tha t the only safe way of 
dealing with moles w'hich are dark in 
color is to cut them out b y surgery. 
In general, any mole tha t is enlarging 
or b ecoming darker in color should 
b e 
removed surgically. 
This is equally true 
of b lack, b lue-b lack, or b rownish-b lack 
moles, in such locations as the soles of 
the feet or around the b elt line 
wiiere 
they are sub jected to constant irritation. 
It is also courting troub le to have 
the 
hairs remov ed from the surface 
of 
a 
mole by use of the electric needle with­ 
out also getting rid of the mole itself. 
One ty pe of mole is called the macular 
nev us. 
This mole is flat. 
It 
may b e 
safely remov ed by using an electric cau­ 
tery , and this can be done without ca us­ 
ing any subsequent scarring. 
The papular nev us is a mole tha t is 
raised abov e the skin. It is suggested 
tha t in these cases a b it of the mole b e 
cut off for ex am ination under the micro­ 
scope to make sure tha t the growth is not 
becoming cancerous. 
Then, 
the 
entire 
mole is remov ed with the electric cautery. 
In such cases, a scar does develop, 
b ut 
enough of the tissue is remov ed so tha t 
the scar is ev en with the skin surface. 
Persons who hav e moles which seem 
to be getting larger or corker in 
color 
should consult a skin specialist im m ed­ 
iately concerning proper treatm ent.
